Ray split with Fox for first and 
aogga bucking horse money at the 
Moose Jaw and Shaunavon Stam- 
pedes in L916. 

At Bond’e ranch and at the home 
town, Gleichen, Ray has always 
outbucked any horses there. When 
shipped away he does not buck 
consistently, owing to nervousness 
developed by shipping, with the 
exception of 1918, when Ray and 
Fox both went through the season 
without being ridden. The absence 
of nearly all the cowboys overseas 
that year made the field easier for 
the horses. 

~ Lee Caldwell of Pendleton Oregon 
“won the championship of Canada 
on Ray at Moose Jaw in 1916, and 
Emery Le Grande, holder of the 
world’s broncho bucking champion- 
ship, took second prize on Fox, 
this being the only time any rider 
ever won money on Fox in saddle 
riding. Lou Engstrom, 
killed in France,won second money 
fo the bareback circingle bucking 
contest on Fox at the Gleichen

that, whereupon Smuts declared the 
reply evasive and asserted that South 
Africa has no right to secede from 
the empire.
